- This morning 
wo moved out, to drive the ‘Tibetans from 
the position they ocoupjed two milos below 
the pass, A long fight, lasting for six 
houra, followed, the Tibetans _ Showing 
extraordinary tenacity in holding the wail, 
which they liad built across the mouth of 
the pas, the position being furthor strong- 
thenéd by sunyars on tho right and eft 


banks, whence raking fire could be | 


directed on our advance, Tho- sangars 

were held by riflemen ; and many tiflomen 

wore also posted along the main wall. ~~ 
Colonel Brander, commanding the forces,
